BEFORE you close the record of the war in France you

chology of battles. 

They were both, so far as the military

i time. One wonders how many other men on 
BOB CASEY both sides of the Siegfried-Maginot excre- 
scence were like them. 

Francois’ full name was Francois Hardouin or some- 
thing like ‘that.

Francois Detested Fritz 


Francois Hardouin, when the war began, was a soldier by 
courtesy only.

And while waiting for mobilization he had served as a 
tunctionary of same sort at the French end of an internat- 
ional bridge across the Rhine near Strashourg. 


It is difficult to find out what Hardouin’s duties had 
been—even in peacetimes nobody ever knew what the dou- 
aniers were about.

Death Of Hero

_—A conscientious objector met a 
hero's death in the merchant navy 
after fulfilling a promise to “pull 
his weight” when exempted from 
military service. 

Arnold Baker of Bolton, Lanca- 
shire, was granted total exemption 
in 1939 and joined the merchant ma- 
rine with the prediction of Judge 
E. C. Burgis of the Manchester tri- 
buna! that “I am satisfied you will 
pull. your weight.” 

How faithfitly Baker lived up to 
this prediction was revealed in a 
letter the chief officer of his ship 
sent to the magistrate. Baker went 
down with the ship when it was at- 
tacked in shark-infested waters. 


CHRISTIAN CHARACTER 

“Baker bore such a wonderful 
Christian character my words wil) 
never express the feelings I have 
in my heart for the youth who 
showed such wonderful courage afd | 
bearing in the face of death with>/ 
out a thought for himself,” the offi- 
cer said. “I am honored to speak 
of his closing hourg in life. — 

“When the ship was altacked, 
Baker, who had expressed his 
willingness te keep a lookout, was 
en the bridge with me. Salvoes 
frem guns of heavy calibre were 
firing from very close range. 

“The bridge was struck and Baker 
noticed the whcel had been left un. 
attended. He informed me of this 
fact and said ‘I will take it if you 
will show me what to do.’ 


KEPT HIS PROMISE 

“T went to the wheelhouse and 
explained to him and he stood at the 
whee] until our steering gear was 
wrecked. He then asked if there was 
anything else he could do so I told 
him to make for his boat, as the 
bridge was being heavily shelled. At 
this moment I was wounded and | 
learned on inquiry that Baker was 
killed soon after he left the bridge. 

“He entirely fulfilled his prom- 
ise to pull his weight and died a 
wonderful example of courage 
and bravery.” 


Prairie Route For 
Highway Sought

Dr. Manion was speaking Over & 
national network of the Canedian 
Broadcasting Corporation. 

Britain, standing as a bulwark 
between despotism and freedom, 
between barbarism and civilization, 


was in her “finest hour”, he said. 


“And we Canadians, and the 
Americans, and al) the other Iib- 
erty-loving people of the world, 
know what Britain, in the fore 
front of the battle. is fighting for 
all that we hold dear.”

powers to requisition. private pro-

fence and to overcome shortages” 
wat approved by the United States 
Senate after a stormy session Mon- 
Gay. 

_The proposal, passed on a voice 
vote and sent to the House of Repre- 
sentatives, would authorize the 
chief executive to draft military and 
naval materials, machinery, tools or 
materials necessary for the manus 
tecture of such articles. 

The president could requisition 
private prroperty only in the event 
of “immedia‘e and impending” need 
in the defence prorgram and then 
could invoke the draft powerg only 
after having exhausted all other ef- 
forts to obtain the necessary equips 
ment, 

Compensation for the seized are 
ticles would be fixed by the presi- 
dent on a “just and fair” basis, and 
owners would be permitted to buy 
them back at the end of the defence 
needs. 

The powers would be effective 
during the time of war and national 
emergency bul would expire June 
30, 1943.

There were references 
to “additional successes” somewhere on 
the Finnish front, and claims that Rus- 
sian forces had been beaten in the west- 
ern Ukraine. But in the Smolensk re- 
gion the drive for Moscow was dismissed 
with the assertion that “operations con- 
tinue according to plan”. 

This communique reads as though it 
had been compiled to keep morale in 
Germany from sagging, rather than a 
responsible account of successful actions 
of importance. The “according to plan” 
explanation of why the blitzkrieg isn’t 
moving faster has been used too often. 
Zven Germans must be beginning to 
suspect it is a phase of evasion, mean- 
ing substantially that there is nothing 
of large consequence to report. 

The Moscow communique on Mon- 
day was little more definite in detail, 
but positive that the invaders “have 
been unable to gain in any vital sector”. 
The Red army was said to be holding 
and resisting with unabated fury all 
along the line, continuing to do heavy 
damage to Nazi tanks and planes and 
making the enemy pay a heavy toll in 
man-power. 

Sunday night after 29 days of inces- 
sant fighting the German spearhead at 
or near Smolensk was little more than 
400 miles from its starting point at the 
partition line in Poland. It covered 
half the distance in the first week. Since 
then its average rate of advance has 
been less than 10 miles per day, and 
slower in the fourth week than in the 
second or third. The Fuehrer’s mechan- 
ized forces swept through northern 
France at the rate of 90 miles a day. 

The figures tell the story of the 
fight the Russians have been making, 
and were still making at the end of the 
fourth week. 


Nazi forces along the French coast 
are digging trenches. No doubt they 
need them. 


Leon Henderson, price administrator, 
warns the people of the United States 
that “the party is over” and they will 
have to get along with fewer new cars, 
radios and other luxuries. Not because 
money is or will be scarce, but because 
materials are scarce and bound to be- 
come scarcer as war industries have to 
be fed.

Heroism of Seamen on Tough * 


His feet and legs were a bit damaged 
by two days and a night of standing on a 
raft that threatened to sink at any moment 
but, after a holiday of two weeks, he put 
out for England to get another ship.

“Just Common Sense”

cannot. That is just the most primitive 
common sense. You can néither defend 
yourself nor defeat an enemy in this world 
as it is today, if he knows in advance the 
Tange of your moves.

All things have to be seen in perspec- 
tive and in proportion. There is no free- 
dom for any citizen of a country unless his 
country is free.

from power, The maintenance of power in 
the world as it is, is not conditioned only 
by the way we want to act but by the way 
the other fellow acts. 

In time of peril free men do freely 
what they have to do to remain free, 
Debate is a very good thing, but it is also 
true that one can debate a nation to death. 
Freedom looks better on a banner than in 
an obituary notice. No nation has ever 
remained free that was not willing on 
occasions to restrict personal, party, eco- 
nomic and social freedoms for the sake of 
the Jarger treedom of the whole come 


munity. 
Poor Promises 


It is unfortunate that during the elece 
tions promises were made which should 
not have been made. The President could, 
with every prospect of being able to fulfill 
it, make the promise that would keep 
war out of this hemisphere, But he was 
only gambling on-probabilities when he 

uaranteed not to send an army abroad, 
‘or the only certain way to keep this war 
out of the Western Hemisphere is to see 
that it is decided outside of the Western 
Hemisphere, and decided against Hitler, 
The only promise, therefore, that any

There is a strong probability that Ger- 
man statements in regard to progréss in 
the Russian invasion are being deliberately 
falsified and made vague in order to con- 
fuse and mislead the British about the time 
they have at ther disposal to take advan- 
tage of Hitler's preoccupation with the 
Soviets. It is very clear that the Nazi com- 
muniques represent men- 
dacity on an even more 
outlandish scale than that 
which has characterized 
Hun announcements since 
the very beginning of the 
war. 

Thus, the only possible 
Way one can judge Ger- 
man success or failure in 
this campaign is by 
knowing exactly what 
Sad septs to accom- 

plish in Russia, just as a 
Harold L. Welt traveler can only measure 
his progress when he knows where he is 
going and when he is due there. 

e first clue whereby the Russian and 
German communiques can be objectively 
weighed and Hitler's prograss towards 
Moscow cherted is contained in details of 
the Nazi general plan which is beginning 
to leak out of Europe in small sections and 
from widely varying sources. 


Behind Schedule 


Piecing these fragmentary bits of in- 
formetion together, one comes to the con- 
clusion thet Hitler, although already be- 
hind schedule and taking tremendously 
eh losses, is still following his program 
closely enough to accomplish at least part 
of his purpose. ' 

_If he can persuade the Japanese, as he 
will try to do, to engage in a flank attack 
on Russia from the Pacific, he may acceler- 
ate the entire campaign. 

The following, in a general way, is what 
he is trying to do: 


As asserted in this column four months 


ago, the Ukrainian wheat fields and the 
Caucasian oil wells have been the principal

From its’ victories in Greece and Yugo- 
slavia, the Reichwehr and Luftwaffe has- 
tened northward into Rumania and Poland, 
joining the divisions brought there from 
the western front, and the Russian attack” 
was again tentatively scheduled for the be- 
ginning of the last week in May. 


Why Plan Failed 


What held it up was not the Cretan 
campaign, which was relatively unneces- 
sary, in the Nazj view, but two facts: 

The first was that the Ukrainian wheat, 
more precious than gold to the clamoring 
propies under the Nazi yoke, was unusual- 
y late in maturing and Hitler wished, at 
all costs, not to interfere with Soviet care 
of those crops earmarked for German 
stomachs. 

The second facet was that the Soviets, 
already reading the ugly handwriting on 
the wall, were doing everything within 
their power to delay Hitler's signa) for 
advance by increasing shipments of sup- 
plies into Germany.

Tells Of Fatal 
Crash, Inquest 


Leonard Rault, on of Chauvin, 
met*his death from injuries re- | 
ceived when the airplane in which | 
he was a passenger crashed at 
Ryley, Alta, July 5, the verdict | 
returned Monday afternoon at the 
adjourned coroner's inquest in 
city police court-here, stated, 

The verdict read: “We, the under- 
feigned, find that Leonard Rault met 


shock sustained as a result of an 
airplane crash near Ryley, Alta., on 
the evening of July 5, 1941. Said 
airplane was piloted by Robert 
Brown, 24, of Edmonton. Actual 
aeath occurred at or near Ministick. 
while deceased was being conveyed 
by ambulance to Edmonton.” 
Members of the jury were J. W. 
Sherwin, G. W.- Hazlett, J. M. 
Meikle, S. Hazlett, Alfred Blyth and 
Harry Cable, Dr. E. A. Braithwaite, 
provincial coroner, presided. 


PILOT TESTIFIES 

Robert Brown, 11425 125 street, 
pilot, testified at the inquest. Using 
ctutches and showing the effects of 
the crash, Brown told the jury of 
“feeling the plane drop from under 
him.” He stated that he has been an 
aircraft engineer for the past five 
years and carries qa private pilot's 
ligense, which entitles him to carry 
passengers so long as he makes no 
charge for so doing. The plane, he 
suid, was loaned to him by one 
Dick Gladden to enable him ta 
build up his flying time. 

Brown said that on the day of the 
crash, the plane did not take to the 
air well on account of hot weather. 
He admitted drinking a number of 
Leers and having no food since 
breakfast in the early morning, 
prior to the crackup. 


FLEW WITH BROWN 

With Brown when he flew on 
July 5 to Ryley, Bill Hutchinson of 
Edmonton, told the court that he 
was not present at the time as a 
mechanic to the plate. Rather he 
“liked flying and took a chance to 
make a trip with Bob (Brown)”. He 
edmitted that the two had had sev- 
eral beers in the afternoon. He gave 
his opinion that fhe beer had no 
effect on either himself or Brown. 

In charge of investigation leading 
up to the inquest, Sgt Eric Crouch, 
R.C.M.P. showed the court sketches 
he had made of the flying field at 
Ryley and_ surrounding locality 
Fred Gray, farmer on whose land 
the flying field was located and 
whereon’ the plane subsequently 
crashed, stated that the land was 
fairly level, with summer fallow on 
each end. The field, he said, is 
really a hay meadow. 


COMMON CAUSE OF CRASHES 

Final evidence was given by K. 
F Saunders, assfstant inspector of 
civil aviation for the federal de- 
yartment of transport, appointed by 
the minister of that department to 
carry out an investigation of the 
accident. He declared that from 
evidence he had heard in court and 
taking into consideration climatic 
conditions on July 5 and acts of the 
pilot previous to the fatal flight, the 
plane stalled on a turn at low alti- 
tude, prior to its crash. This is a 
frequent cause of air accidents in 
Canada, he said, and could easily 
hsppen to more experienced pilots 
than Brown,

Two pounds pork blade steak, 
boned, apple-celery stuffing, 3 table- 
spoons flour 3 tablespoons lara, 
solt and pepper, 1 cup boiling water 

Have pork cut in % inch slices, 
Cut into pices for individual serv- 
ings as nearly as possible: Place a 
spoonful of stuffing on each piece, 
roll. and fasten edge with tooth- 
picks. Dredge with flour and brown 
on all sides in hot lard. Season. 
Add one cup boiling water. Sim- 
mer until done, about 45 minutes. 
Add more boiling water if neces- 
sary. 

APPLE-CELERY STUFFING 

Two slices salt pork, ‘2 cup chop- 
ped celery, 1-3 cup chopped onion, 
3 tart apples, 2 tablespoons sugar, 2 
cups dry bread crumbs, “% cup 
chopped parsley, % cup milk, salt 
and pepper. 

Dice pork and fry crisp. Re- 
move cooked pieces. Cook celery 
and onion in pork fat for 3 minutes, 
Core and slice apples. Add apples to 
c@lery mixture, sprinkle with sugar 
and cover. Cook slowly until ten- 
der. Add crumbs, diced pork, pars- 
ley, milk and seasoning. Mix well.
